: OTTAWA, Dee. ‘1.—Canada “will 
celebrate the, New Year by iypreasing 
~the number of mey authorized - for 
overseas service from 250,000 to 500,- . 
000, Premier Robert L..  hbanee an- 
nounced today. | 

“Yesterday,” the Premier's state- 
ment said, “ the authorised ‘forces .of’ 
Canada muumbered 250,000, ‘and the 
number enlisted was rapidly ap- 
proaching that limit today. The first 
of the new year our authorized force 
will be 500,000. The announcement is 
made in«token of Canada’s unflinch- 
ing resolve to’crown, the justice of our 
cause with victory and an abiding 
peace.” 

The number of men thus’ far en- 
listed in Canada is 212,690, while 118,- 
922 have been sent to Kurope, 50,000. 
of whom are on the firing line. Only 
one soldier has been lost in the trans- 
portation of Canadians across thé 
Atlantic.

Cardinal Farley Accepts New Con- 
vert, and Morgan J. O’Brien Acts 
as Godfather at St. Patrick’s. 


Albert Barnés Boardman, a prominent 
lawyer in this city, until last month a 
Vestryman of St. Thomas's Protestant 
Episcopal Church, was on Christmas Eve 
received into the Roman Catholic Church 
by Cardinal Farley. The ceremony took 
place at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and 
former Justic®’ Morgan J. O’Brien, his 
law partner and one of the best-known 
Catholic laymen, was Mr. Boardman’'s 
sponsor. "s 

Mr. Boardman had been seriously con- 
sidering for months this step and -had 
been receiving instructions from the Rev. 
Father John T. McNicholas of the 
Church of St. Catherine of Siena, in 
East Sixty-ninth Street, near First Ave- 
nue. 

His conversion may come as a great 
surprise to many who know Mr. -Board- 
man, but it is believed that in a measure 
he may have been influenced by the 
death of Mrs. Boardman a few weeks 
ago, and turned in his bereavement to 
thé_religious experiences of his y 
While still a student, it: inuenneeeee. 
he eame under the influence of a promi-« 
nent clergyman of the extreme ritudlistic 
wing of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
who later. became a communicant of the 
Church of Rome. 

° Mr. - Boardman was then EE 
with the service of the High Church and 
had also been interested in the Catholic 
ceremonials. He had studied the rela- 
tion which the creeds of Christendom 
bore to each other, and even in his busy 
professional life he pondered in his hours 
of leisure on their doctrines. His home

LONDON, Dec. 31.—The British ar- 
mored cruiser Natal has sunk after an 
explosion. Official announcement to 
this effect was made here today. 

The Natal was sunk yesterday after- 
noon while in a harbor. The explosion 
that sent her to the bottom was internal. 
There are about 400 survivors. 


late, the Admiralty has given no indi- 
cation as to the locality of the Natal 
disaster. The military regulations make 
it impossible to give this information 
publicity, 

The loss is generally attributed to foul 
Play. In support of this theory atten- 
tion is called to the similar disasters 
which ovértook the British battleship 
Bulwark, which was blown up off 
Sheerness in November of last year 
with the loss of 700 or more men, and 
the British steamship Princess Irene, 
which was blown up in Bheerness Har- 


bor last May, with the loss of between 
300 and 400 lives. 


It is probable that 300 lives were lost 
in the Natal disaster. The foregoing 
dispatch speaks of 400 survivors and 
the ship complement was 704 officers 
and men. .The Natal is the fourth large 
warship to be sunk by internal explo- 
sion since-the war began, and probably 
presents the largest loss of life suf- 
fered by Great Britain at sea since the 
Goliath and the Triumph, pre-dread- 
noughts, were torpedoed in the Darda- 
nelles last May. 

The three vessels previously sent to the 
bottom: by internal explosions were the 
British pre-dréadnought Bulwark, blown 
up in the Thames mouth whije load- 
ing; on Nov. 26, 1914, and the auxiliary 
cruiser Princess Irene, blown to pieces 
off Sheerness May. 27 last, and the Ital- 
ian battleship Benedetto Brin, sunk off 
Brindisi Sept, 28. The lossés on these 
three were, respectively, 750, 300, and 
between 200 and 250. 

The Natal was. the warship which 
brought the body of Whitelaw Reid to 
this country in December, 1912. She 


is at 40 West Fifty-third Street, and}was built eleven years ago and was 


literally -within the shadow of stately St. 
Thomas's, which is at the northwest 
eorner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street. He is ‘the neighbor as well as 
the friend of the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. 
Stires, who until recently was also his 
pastor. 

In the recent: discussions growing out 
of the Paname Congress, St. Thomas's 
has been identified with the Broad 
Church Party, and its rector was elected 
a Deputy to the General Convention of 
the Church over the leader of the opposi- 
tion to the congress, the Rev. Dr. Will- 
fam T. Manning; rector of Trinity. How 
far Mr. Boardman was influenced in his 
decision by present conditions in the 
Episcopal Church it is difficult to say; 
and last évening it was impossible to see 
him. \ 

For months there have been reports 
that prominent laymen of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church were about to join the 
Roman Catholic faith, and only a month 
ago the head of the Catholic Converts’ 
League spoke of more members of the 
Urotestant churches coming into the 
Roman fold. As far as could be learned 
last night, however, no other person of 
note had signified intention to accept 
Roman Catholic guidance. 

Mer: Michael J. Lavelle, rector of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral, admitted with re- 
luctance last evening that Mr. Boardman 
had been baptized on Christmas Eve, 
and said that he could not comment upon 
“so personal a matter. 

The Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Stires said he 
had a deep respect for any man who had 
the courage of deep er ar oy convictions.

displacement was 13,660 tons, her length 
480 feet, her beam 73 feet. She car- 
ried six 9.2-inch guns, three ahead and 
three astern; four 7.5-inch guns, twen- 
ty-four 3-pounders, and three torpedo 
tubes. 

When the Bulwark wgs blown up; a 
British naval officer who was in New 
York said the disaster was probably due 
to. the carelessness of the sailors in 
handling the high explosive shells when 
they were loading them into the m - 
zine. The men are ordered not to haa 
a shell down the chute to the maga- 
zine room without first. placing it in a 
leather jacket, but’ they become reck- 
less in war time and disobey orders. 
This was confirmed afterward by 
another naval officer who was at Sheer- 
ness at the time of the disaster. He 
said the explosion on the Bulwark was 
caused by the point of one shell strik- 
ing another and exploding it.

CROWD THE THE HOTELS 


Largest Thongs in’ in Years En- 
tertained by Costly and 
Elaborate Programs. 


TIMES FLASHED GREETINGS 


Nolse-Making Devices of a Warlike

New York welcomed the New Year 
with a celebration which for noise and 
boisterousness outdid all former efforts. 
From. 10 o'clock last night until early 
this morning hotels, restaurants, and 
streets were filled with a “record break- 
ing throng. Most of the celebrators ex- 
hibited great good nature ‘as they, 
poured up and down Broadway, but in 
some districts, -especially in Times 
Square, the streets became 50 congested 
that the police reserves were called out 
early. 

The coming of the hew year was an~ 
nounced to the throngs in Times Square 
when a ball, ablaze with electric lights, 
was dropped from the flagpole of the 
Times Building at Broadway. As the 
ball, dropped the figures. 1916 appeared. 
All of the lights in the Times Building 
and in the Times Annex were turnéd on: 
The spectacle telling of the death of the 
old year was greeted with a trernendous 
shout, and the blowing of a thoneaga 
horns. 

Armed with almost every tindginatote 
contrivance to make noise, thé cele- 
brators paraded up and dowm the 
streets until a late hour, and thousands 
were forced to adopt that method of 
letting loose their spirits because they 
were unable to~obtain reservations at 
any of the hotels, restaurants, or cafés. 

Warned by the demand for reserva- 
‘tions many days in advance, the proprie- 
tors of hotels and restaurants did their 
best to prepare for the record- breaking 
crowds, which must easily have reached 
500,000 in) number in the hotel and 
theatre district. 

Perhaps the arrangements made to 
welcome.the new year wére the most 
el rate which have been attempted. 
"Expense apparently was forgotten by 
proprieters as well as by celebrators, 
and the combined extravagance gave the 
city its gayest New Year .celebration. 

Dancing and ice~ skating were—if 
drinking and-~ eating ere put aside for 
the moment—the most popular indoor 
sports to. pass away the hours, and for 
those who neither danced nor skated 
there were the most elaborate cabaret 
performances, the most sralented; high 
priced orchestras, and the most costly 
food and drink that-the celebrators could 
remember.

Th answer to your very esteemed note, No. 4,307, of 
the 21st inst., the subscriber has the honor to lay the 
folowing most respectfully before his Excellency the 


Courtland Penjiela: 


The Imperial and,Royal Government agrees thor- 
oughly with the American Cabinet that the sacred com- 
mandments of humanity must be observed also in war. 
Just as it has hitherto given at no time and to no per- 
son occasion to doubt its respect for these command- 
ments, in like manner also in the whole course of this 

war, which presents such ‘pictures of confusion-of moral 
conceptions, has it given numerous proofs of humanita- 
rian sentiments toward enemies as well as toward neu- 
tral Statés, arid it was not due to this Government that 
it was a short time ago not precisely in harmony with 
the Washington Cabinet on a question which it, (the 
Austro-Hungarian Government,) in harmony with..the 
entire public opinion in Austria-Hungary, eae 355 
principally a question of humanity. 

The Imperial and Royal Government can also sub- 
stantially concur in the principle, expressed | in the very 
esteemed note, that private’ ships, in so far: as they do

The Imperial and Royal Government is very respon- 
sive to the assurance-that the Federal Government lays 
value upon seeing that the good relations, which hap- 
pily exist between Austria-Hungary and the United 
States of America, are maintained. It reciprocates this 
assurance most warmly, and is now, as heretofore, con- 
cerned to render these. relations more hearty, so far as 
lits in jts power. 

+ ~ Guided by the same spirit of frankness as the Gov- 
ernment of the Union, the Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment, although it does not find in the note, frequently 
referred to, the*answer ‘to all the legitimate questions 
Submitted by it, is willing to communicate to thé Fed- 
eral Government the result of the investigation which, 
in accordange, with existing departmental regulations, 
was begun ‘immediately after the receipt of the fleet 
report on the sinking of the Ancona, and which was 
just. recently received. 

The result of this investigation may be summarized 
as follows: 

On Nov. 7, 1915, at 11:40 o’clock in the forenoon, the 
commander of the submarine observed, in latitude 38.40 
north, longitude 10.08 east, In fogey weather, at a dis- 
tance, roundly, 3,000 meters and one point to star- 
board; the outlines of a large Italian steamer. He took 
it at first for a transport steamer, and turned about 
and fired from his rear gun a warning shot far from 
the vessel. 

Simultaneously he displayed the signal, “ Leave the 
ship.” The steamer did not stop, but rather turned 
aside and gought to escape. The commander at first 
remained stopped for somé minutes, in order to in- 
crease the distance, since hd feared ‘that the steamer 
had astern gun and would fire at the submarine 
with it. 

When the distance had reached 4,500 meters, he had 
the pursuit taken up with full power, and fired from 
his forward gun-at a decreasing distance sixteen shells, 
among which he observed three hits. 

During the chase the steamer went zigzag, and 
stopped only after the third hit. 
mander ceased firing. ‘ 

During the flight the steamer had already, while at 


full speed, let some.boats with persons in them fall 
which immediately capsized. After stopping, the steam- 
er began launching boats. 

From a distance of about 2,000 meters the com- 
mander saw that six boats were filled and rowed hastily 
away from the steamer. Another boat was capsized. 
and floated, keel up. The people held onto the hanging 
linés and to the capsized boat. 

During. the further approach of the submarine the 
commander saw that a great panic reigned aboard, and 
that he had to deal with a passtnger steamer, namely, 
the Ancona, from Genoa. Therefore he gave the occu-

Atleast ten lifeboats were still aboard, which would 
have more than sufficed for the rescué of the persons 
still aboard. One of these baats hung, full of people, 
half turned outward-on the davits. y 

Since, however, except for this; no tustex move 
was made to lower boats,.the commander decided; after 
a lapse of forty-five minutes, to torpedo the ship in 
such. a manner that it should remain a considerable 
time afloat, in ordér that, on the one hand, the get- 
ting ofthe people into the lifeboats should be hastened, 
and that, on the other, adequate opportunity should 
remain for rescuing the persons still aboard.

With full consideration, however, of this conduct of 
the commander, aimed at accomplishing- the rescue’ of 
the crew and passegers, the Imperial and Royal Marine 
authorities reached the conclusion that he had omitted

in giving help to nobody in need, not even to an enemy. 

Therefore the officer was punished in accordance 
with the existing rules, for exceeding his instructions. 

The Imperial and Royal Government in the face of 
this state of affairs does not hesitate to draw the cor- 
responding. conclusions respecting the indemnification 
of American citizens, affected bythe sinking of the 
prize, but in this regard it makes the following, state-— 
ment: 

The investigation. into the sinking of the Ancona 
could naturally furnish no essential point to show in 
how far a right to an indemnity is to be granted Ameri- 
can citizéns. The Imperial and Royal Government 
cannot, indeed, even. according to the view of the

of the fleeing ship.

WAR-WEARY LILLE IS GAME. 


Her Spirits-Rise at Hints of a Brit- 
ish Advance, Fall as Hopes Fade. 
BY JAMES O'DONNELL BENNETT. 


LILLE, Nov. 23.—The soldiers in the 
trenches have their nervous ups and 
downs, to be sure, but the same is true, 
in a degree, of the civilians in a con- 
quered town close to the edge of the oc- 


cupied territory,:as is now the case with’ 
Lille. 

In spite of the civility which marks” 
the intercourse between the citizens of 
Lille and the German soldiery the spirits 
of the town may be described as in a 
more or Jess. coristant state of smolder. 
When Lille thinks the-English are com- 
ing in soon she is apt to wax proud with 
the kind of pride that is akin to airi- 
ness. When. Lille despairs of the Eng- 
lish ever.coming she is inclined to lapse 
into the sulks. 

Her between-whiles mood, however, is 
pailvecphionl and conduces to the driv- 

of good bargains. But even when’ 
Li le is in the mood of resignation no- 
body could charge her with pusil- 
lanimoyps. Her past history would refute 
such ah accusation. She has always 
been a glutton for punishment, a fact 
proved by the statement that she has 
been shot up so many times that of all 
her mediaeval glories the Church of 
St. Maurice is almost the sole conspicu- 
ous survival. 

In. the French Revolution Lille caught 
it. furiously, and it was at that time, 
when the Austrians were battering at 
her walls and showering her with fire 
bombs, that the story of the barber of 
Lille—since become a classic—had its 
origin.

After a consultation with the Danish 
authorities we have promised that en 
one connected with the expedition will 
abte by these conditions. 

“No invitations for public or private 
functions, other than those officially ar- 
ranged by the Danish committee, may 
be accepted. Embarrassment for the re- 
ceiving nation will be. avoided only by 
carefully= abiding by “these conditions. 
Anyone ignoring them will automatical- 
ly separate himself from the expedition.’’

Mr. Barrett said that what he called 
the new Monroe Doctrine must mean

States should go to the defense of a 
Latin-American country assailed, in its 
integrity by a foe from overseas. It 
must mean, he said, in the new équality 
of the Americas, that countries to the 
south must rally to the defense of the 
United States shouid its integrity be 
eM@dangered: A southern ‘republic, he 
asserted, could not.be overthrown while 
the United States remained free and 
‘strong, but that with the United States 
crushed, all the American republics 
Would have short tenure of freedom. 

Mr. Barrett’s remarks were received 
“ pleasure by the Latin-American 

elegates. They accorded with the posi- 

n taken by Sejfior Suarez, the Chilean 

Ambassador, in opening the general ses- 
sions of e Scientific Congress, that 
the Monroe Doctrine was now a gen- 

eral principle derived from all the 

ericas. Despite the fact that the 
Pan-American Union, of which Mr. 
Barrett is the active head, is an of- 
ficial body under the direction of ‘the 
+ American Secretary of State and the 
chiefs of diplomatic missions Jere from 
American States, he cannot be re- 
ed as speaking for the Washington 
vernment. 

Mr. Barrett’s remarks are widely at 
variance with the views expressed at 
the opening of the Scientific Congress 
by Secretary Lansing, Where President 
Wilson had given some people the im- 
pression that he regarded Pan-Ameri- 
canism as a development supplanting 
the Monroe Doctrine, Mr. Lansing’ de- 
Clared flatly that the two policies were 
distinct and’ would continue side. by side 
without impairing each other.

“I'm only 6% years old, and sister 4 
years old, and we saved up in our bank 
$1, and father told us there is a lot of 
children in Russia that have nothing to 
eat; so would you please accept my one 
dollar. Send it to them. I wish you all 
success.”* 

A gift of $2,500 was received yesterday 
at the campaign headquarters of the 
committee, 174 Second Avenue; from the 
Rev. Horace J. Wolf of Rochester, N. Y., 
who collected the amount from a number 
of Jews living in Rochester who had read 
the newspaper accounts of the big mass 
meeting in Carnegie Hall on Dec, 21.

Richard F. Kelsey, Chairman of thé 
Board of Control of the National Cy-

share the receipts with Mihlon and 
Uppereu, .of the Cycle Racing Asso- 
elation, Inc., whith holds the N. C. A. 
franchise for Chicago, and the Chi- 
cagoans agreed to -provide a bond 
covering the guarantees promised the 
riders. : 

“We have not yielded a step to 
McFarland, Convey, and Boylé,’’, said 
Mr. Kelsey, “nor will we until they 
promise to abide by our rulings. We 
have not refused them a sanction en- 
tirely. We sent the Chicago promo- 
ters to Mihlon and Uppercu to settle 
their differences. Our franchise for 
Chicago is held by the Newark men. 
They wanted McFarland and his col- 
leagués to give them, in return for 
permission to promote the race, 6 per 
cent. of the receipts up to $10,000 and 
10 per cent. up to $20,000. It seems 
to me that this sum_is small enough. 
We are not trying to hold up any- 
body. We are siriply trying to pro- 
tect the interests of all concerned. 

“Mihlon and Uppercu have pro- 
moted two races in Chicago, one this 
year ahd another in 1914. Last year 
they lost $6,000, and this year they 
cleared about $1,000, and they should 
be permitted to make up this $5,000 
deficiency before any others should 
break in on -their field. 

“The riders who take part in the 
Chicago race will be the sufferers, 
I think. They will be barred from 
practically every eycle track in the 
country, unless the Western men go 
‘through with their threats of estab- 
lishing tracks throughout the West. 
The Cycle Racing Association, Inc., 
holds the N. C. A. franchisés for New- 
ark, Philadelphia, Salt Lake City, a 
half interest in the Boston track, and 
are building a new frack in Provi- 
dence. If barred from these places, 
what chance will the riders have of 
getting any money? I do\not see any 
Treason why they should not have a 
unton, yet in all probability if they 
did band together they would seek 
recourse to the National Cycling Asso- 
ciation whenever they found it. im- 
possible to get\the money due them 
from promoters.” 

A-story circulated in Néwark yes- 
terday states that the Chicago men 
have rejected the offér made them by 
Mihion. and Uppereu. This story also 
asserts that the riders who will start 
in the Chicago race have warned the 
promoters not to pay more than $60 
for-a sanction, the rate called for, it 
is said, by the by-laws of the Na- 
tional Cycling Association. In order 
to make certain that they would 
remain banded together the riders 
took definite steps yesterday toward 
forming a union and affiliating with 
the American Federation of Labor. 
Each paid a $1. initiation*’fee. Appli- 
cations for a charter will be made 
through the Essex Trades Council.

I don’t think 
the Amateur Athletic Union will be rec- 
onciled to the playing of amateur base- 
ball players on teams With professionals, 
but I think they are in accord with us on 
the stand we have taken regarding Sum- 
mer baseball. By this-I don’t méan they 
will ever/ coutenance it except where, it 
is sanctioned by the Intercollegiate Asso- 
ciation. For example, a student asks the 
college authorities for permission to play 
baseball during his vacation on a team 
which contains professionais. He asks 
this permit solely for his love of the 
sport. The college secures the sarttion 
of the Intercollegiate Association. This 
boy then takes up track and field ath- 
letics, and competes in our annua) cham- 
pionships. Now, were he to seek regis- 
tration with the Amateur Athletic Union, 
it is ‘my belief that it would be granted. 

*‘Our alliance with the A. A. U. does 
not cover such an instance as this, and it 
is‘ quite probable that they will seek a 
change in thé code which will_cover such 
points. 

** I don’t believe-in épentrié the door too 
wide to the professional, and I don’t 
think the rules we, have adopted do. 
They are not so severe as those ih vogue 
now in the I. Cc. A. A. A, A. and A. A. 
U., but they are sovere enough in most 
instances, The A. A. Us, I Know, won't 
go far in the diréction of countenancing 
any kind of professionalism. 

“It is too soon to speak about the ef- 
fects of these new regulations. We will 
have to wait until they are passed upon 
by all the amatéur organizations before 
we can Judge. I 4m confident, however, 
that they will be found satisfactory’ to 
all,’’

They 
were sent here to make sure that 
England would be padd for what she 
had sold us. The British Commits- 
sidhers departed leaving behind their 
opinion that exchang’ conditions were 
“ normal "—such was thé infirmity ot 
high authority in judging the year’s 
events. In September British .Com- 
missiforiérs were in this country again, 
this time to reassure us abott the pay- 
iment to us for our sales. They proposed 
té6 pay us by borrowing the money. 
They wanted a billion, but they ac- 
cepted a half billion, the joint and 
several obligation of England and 
France. This loan was remarkable in 
that it was the largest accommoda- 
tion ever given borrowers of one coun- 
try by leridérs of another, and also 
almost the largest single suth ever 
faised in the United States. Although 
the two countries combined to pledge 
their credit, another new thing, they 
were obligéd to promise 5 per cént. 
for five years and to issue the loan 
at 96 to original subscribers. Later 
takers were asked 98, but were able 
to buy before the year ended below 
94: That was only an incident in the 
financing of the costs of the war: 
Dering the year England took eight 
credits for the total of £1,662,000,000. 
Toward thé end of the year France 
offered the “loan of victory,’ for an 
unijinitéd afficunt, and got a wonder- 
ful response from the people whose 
country had been invaded and whose 
richest ihdistrial portion Was in 
enemy possession. Fifteen biltién 
francs were subscribed; not by specu- 
intors expécting part_allotment, but 
by those who knew that their money 
Among the thtfee 
midlion subscribers many paid ‘gold. 
‘Gérmany’s finance was on a similar 
scale, although it had lost its foreign 
commerce. Its. loans were internal 
mattefs, paper being given for paper, 
issued on collateral of any kind ac- 
ceptable to war loan banks established 
for the purpoge. The total German 
war. debt at. the year end was forty 
billion marks, The necessary debt 
chargé of 2,500,000,000 marks ts an 
addition to budgets which before the 
war seldom balanced except by bor- 
rowibg thé deficits. Germany is sat- 
isfied with German finance,.and it is 
only necessary to say that the dis- 
count om the niark is unprecedented, 
almost reaching the discount of na- 
tion’ whose solvency.is doubted. The 
smaller nations were financed by the 
iarger, England-advancing over a bill- 
toh doliars. England also advanced 
& billich dollars to protget the credit 
of its embarrassed private traders, 
‘and in December it was announced 
that 82 per cent. had been repaid. 


Much out of thesé marvelous sums 
was spent ih this country and explains 
the stimulus to gu? tradé. ~ England 
handsomely paid gold, in ose manner, 
at first, But wearied of ‘trying to 
choke us with it. For the eleven 
niohths éndéa with November, 1914, 
we iad to export golf to the total of 
$309 485,032. For.the aime period in 
1915 we imported  $406,541,913. A 
change of $600,000,000 of gold move~ 
ment has fo parallel.

This is not a study of the security 
market, and therefore only. passing 
attention can be given to one of the 
most remarkable incidents in the 
yéar’s remarkable records. The. pub- 
lic took charge, and made money, in 
insulting disregard of advice from the 
highest quarters. The rise in shares 
like General Motors and Bethlehem 
Steel resembled tlie ecstatic move- 
ménts of a whirling dervish, and 
made the rise of Steel Corporation 
shares from 38 to near 90 seem mod- 
ést. Thete were cases in which the 
so-called “‘ war bridés’’ rose more in 
valué than the total coritraects given 
them by wild report, whose profits 
were forthwith capitalized. There 
Were cases in which those who knew 
these things proclaimed them pub- 
licly, on their responsibility as offi- 
cials, and the market declared that 
they did not know their business, as 
the event proved. All things set down 
here occurred with the greatest pub- 
licity, with equal opportunities of in- 
formation to all with the price of @ 
mortiing paper. There were setbacks 
at times, due to battles or Lusitania 
incidents. But broadly speaking the 
year strengthened from start to fin- 
ish, -and Closed with the best of 
promise, 

The New Year may bring peace to 
Europe. 
brought other than material blessings 
to America. The horror at the insults 
to law and humanity by the keepers 
of civilization has deeply impressed 
every nation on this continent. There 
has been an instant .and great out. 
pouring of charity. There has been 
a great impulse given to -erecting 
throughout this hemisphere safe- 


name of Kultur. Always this nation, 
as the leading neutral of the world; 
has been foremost in expdiinding and 
enforcing neutral: rights. It is an 
easy step now toward establishing an 
American international law which 
may become world law. What Eu- 
rope cannot do for itsélf {it may adopt 
ready made, if we are so fortunate as 
to avoid the nilstakes which made a 
hopeless wreck of the Declaration of 
London, as well as of the mass of 
treaties and covenants which precedéd 
it. The American heart and con- 
science have not been blunted by the 
prosperity thrust upon this country. 
Rather they have been quickened into 
perception of the moral questions in- 
volved, and into firm resolution that 
they shall be prepared against like 
wickedness both by the formulation 
of law and the birth of resolution to 
defend it. That is an issue upon 
which Americans will be more united 
and resolute than in défending their 
particular “interests,” for it is their 
supreme interest.

The penalties préscribed aré sufficiently 
severe to compel any amateur who prizes 
his standing among his fellows to adhere 
strictly ‘to the rules.- In a genéral way 
evefybody has always understood that 
an amateur in. any sport never derived 
pecuniary advantage from his-skill. But 
with the extraordinary development of 
| amateur sport in recent years thére has

| an amateur might or might not do with- 
out pocurring penalties. Even now it is 
| not ‘unlikely that fresh disputes may 
| arise, though the meaning of the regula- 
tions Is so plainly éxpressed. Perliaps it

sports. The professional, too, has his 
éthical code ahd his sénsé of honor. A 
disqualified amateur, ineligible as a pro- 
fessional, would be a veritable Peer Gynt 
of sports with the button molder on his 
track.

For the period April 4 té July 31 tast 
the number of childrén born in the 
twenty-six largest Gernian~ cities was 
one-fifth less than during the same 
timé in 1914. With the exception of 
Essen, whose, population has risen from 
‘845,000 to 477,000 on aceount of its 
being the séat, of the-Gérman war mu- 
industry, every. civic. ceritre 
shows a decrease ranging from 6 per 
cent. in the casé of Cologne to 81 per 
gent. for Ntirnberg. If the avetage 
los# occurring in ‘the leading cities pre- 
vailed over the whole of Germany, -the 
falling off for the entire empire would 
likewise equal otie-fifth of the births 
normally registeted. As these have 
been averaging 1,875,000-a year, this 
would méan that more than 1,000 less 
children. are being born each day ‘in 
Germany ‘in consequence of the war. 

This figure comes very close to thé 
daily fatalities incurred by the German 
forces in the field. According to the 
declaration made to Patliilament on 
Dec. 21, by Mr. Tennant, the British 
Under Secretary of War, the official 
German casualty lists up to Nov. 30 
showed that 512,902 soldiers in all had 
either been killed outright or had died 
from the effects of wounds or disease. 
Seeing that sixteen motths were in- 
volved, the daily loss figures out 1,100. 
Thus the ranks of Germariy’s present 
fighters and of her recruits of a gen- 
eration hence are being ‘equally 
thinned. " 

The same is true of the other great 
warring nations. The British Regis- 
trar General reports the birthrate in 
Great Britain for the second quarter of 
1915 to be thé lowest in any like pe- 
riod since civil registration wag estab- 
lished. In France the‘ war simply 
means an accentuation of the coun- 
try’s depopulation. Even in the, first 
six months of 1914 the newly-born 
failed to ‘replace those who died by 
17,000. Extremély ominous, too, for 
the future of the French race {fs the 
falling off in the number of marriages 
since the war began. For the last half 
of 1914 these totale@ only 438,585 as 
against 122,754 for the same months 
in 1918, or a decrease of 65 per cent. 
If children are the greatest wealth of 
a nation, France must be deemed the 
poorest of all the belligerent countries. 
Napoleon’s saying of more than a cén- 
tury ago that the great need of his4 
exhausted country was more mothers 
is; therefore, more than ever applicable 
today.

Can Americans Do as Well with It 
as Germans? ~* 
To the Editor of The New York Ties: 

In a recent issue of THE TrMws I noticed 
the item ‘‘Experts to Study Social Insur- 
ance.’” Mr. Potts, Superintendent of: In- 
surance in Illinois and father of the modve- 
ment, summarized, to my mind, the whole 
Question when he said: ‘‘Social insurance 
deals with the wage earner. It covers many 
of the most important risks of his life, which 
he has ne control over and which affect so- 
ciety at large as much as the indivia@ual.’’ 

At last people are beginning to realize that 
poclety can best thrive when the workers are 
g@uarded against the ‘‘unforeseen things.’’ 
Professor Overstreet, head of the Philosophy 
Department at the City College of New York, 
frequently, fn his lectures, preaches in sub- 
stance that the duty of protecting the in- 
dividual devolves upon the State. The in- 
dividual, being one of.a composite number, 
fails or succeeds in his attémpt in proportion 
as he receives ald from the Government under 
which he lives. 

Social insurance exists in a large degree in 
the, European countries. In Gérmany, not- 
ably, they have all sorts of insurancé, such 
as accident, sickness, old age, invalidity, fu- 
neral, maternity, death, &c. Germany has a 
population of 62,100,000; approximately 15,- 
400,000 wage earners are conipulsorily in- 
sured against accidents, sickness and old 
age. The premiums are contributed both by 
the employer and employe. In fhis way a 
workingman always feels himself secure in 
the midst of any contingéncy. Previotis to 
the war, Germany enjoyed prosperity 
throughout the country. {Beggars im Ger- 
many are as infrequent as they are frequent 
here. The people there aré at all times con- 
tent, and. the social insuramce undoubtedly 
accounts for that. 

Surely if Germany and other foreign 
powers can undertake such tasks the United 
Statea can likewise. Not that I should like 
to gee a national social insurance in this 
country at once; I should rather see each 
State introduce it into its own sphere and 
theh, whén a sufficiently latge number of 
States shall have adopted it, convert it into 
@ national systerm. ;

PRIVATE. CAPITAL INACTIVE 


Instances’ Cited to Prove Large 
Profits Possible—Freight Con- 
gestion Emphasizes Need. 


a 


A pléa for a Government-owned and 
Government-operated merchant marine 
is émbodied in an article contributed 
to the January issue of The Engineering |. 
Magazine by Stuart G. Gibboney, a New 
York lawyer, who is regarded as the 
political factotum in this State of Will- 
iam G. McAdoo, Secretary of the United 
states Treasury. 

Mr. Gibboney brings forward again as 
most practicable a. plan which -was ex- 
pioited by Secretary McAdoo in a speech 
delivered last October, and which con- 
templates the building of merchant ves- 
sels of 500,000 gross tonnage to be used 


in times of peace as merchantmen and 
to be pressed into service as naval aux- 
iliaries in times of war. A Federal 
poard composed of the Secretary of 
Commerce and the Secretary of the 
Navy, with three additional civilian 
members, would be the operating 
agency 

The present freight congestion at this 
port, caused by a lack of bottoms to 
carry the export traffic to its ultimate 
destination, is emphasized by Mr. Gib- 
boney -as~ Pos argument to show the 
urgent need of ee edditional tonnage tor 
the, American merchant marine. The 
utter. failure of private capital to come 
forward and back enterprises which 
woula tena tow: the nenaenes 
of American shipping, despite t in- 
PS ager oe offered by rising freigh hates, 
Mr. Gibboney declares, ‘ought. to si- 
lence the insistent clamor of a year 
ago, when the question of a Govern- 
ment-owned merchant marine was being 
agitated before Congress, that private 
capital could be depended on and should 
be left to provide the ships to carry 
American merchandise abroad. 

“Whatever may have been the opin- 
jon of the public a year ago as tora 
Government-controlle merchant ma- 
rme, ‘there can be no doubt now that 
the matter demands immediate action 
by Congress,” writes Mr. Gibboney. 

‘The snipper can no longer be quieted 
by assurances that private capital will 
provide the ships. It has not provided 
them, and his situation is growing mor2 
desperate each day. Action is démand- 
ed, not promises, ‘and Congress must 
pass some measure which will give him 
relief. 

“The surprising fact of the situation 
is that private capital, even with the 
great inducements offered to éstablish 
new ocean steamship lines, hangs back 
and will not take advantage of this 
wonderful opportunity. One is-driven to 
the conclusion that Wall Street wishes 
either to rehabilitate the International 
Mercantile Marine and make good the 
well-watered stock of that corporation 
or else is playing for a ship subsidy. 

‘A practical illustration of the anom- 
alous condition prevailing is furnished 
by the purchase of the steamship Fred- 
erick by some wideawake. steamship 
men in New York. This boat, built 
somne thirty-odd -years ago, was bought 
the latter part of November, 1915, 
from the Merchants’ and Miners’ Trans- 

ortation Company of Baltimore for 

5,000, In less than a week it had 
been chartered for its first ocean voy- 
age to Europe, and the freight re- 
eeived by the owners for this one trip 
has paid for the boat and yielded a 
handsome profit. The ateomnertp Caro- 
line, which sailed from New York on 
Dec. 4 is another case in point. This 
boat, purchased in October, paid for 
tself out of the freight received for 
transporting its first cargo, and its 
owners made a handsome profit be- 
sides. Innumerable examples of the 
same character could be cited; and yet 
a financial institution in Wall Street 
refused to finance these very transac- 
tions on the ground that the purchasers 
of the boats could not operate them 
profitably under the burdensome navi- 
gation laws of the United States. 

“Private capital having refused, ex- 
cept in such sporadic instances, to es- 
tablish shipping lines and buy boats, 
the American exporter must either pay 
exorbitant freight rates, which will wipe 
out his profits, or else turn to the Gov- 
ernment for assistance. Many there are 
who bitterly opposed the Ship Purchase | 
bill in the 


havé mounted highér and higher, until 
now they are almost past belief.’’ 

Mr. Gibboney in his article advocates 
a plan under which the Federal Ship- 
ping Board would be cmpowered to or- 
ganize shipping corporations and to 
subscribe wholly or in part to the capi- 
tal stock. This, Mr. Gibboney declares, 
‘would take the operation of steam- 
ship lines out of politics.” The board 
should also have power to charter the 
Government-owned ships to responsible 
corporations or individuals where this 
would prove advantageous. 

Powers: to regulate ocean freight rates 
“and to reform our. navigation riles 
and regulations,’’ Mr. Gibboney insists, 
should be vested in the Federal Ship- 
ping Board.

INTERPRETS LOAN CLAUSE. 


Reserve Board Issues Important De- 
cision Affecting’ Farmers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The subject 
of the proper interpretation of that sec- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Bank Act 
which provides for the discount, by the 
Reserve banks. of notes, drafts and bills 
of exchange, issued or drawn for agri- 
cultural, industrial ‘or commercial pur- 
poses, having been brought to the at- 
tention of the Federal Reserve Board by 
President MdcCullough of the National 
Implement and Vehicle Association, the 
Reserve Board has. authorized a reply 
by H. Parker Willis, the Secretary of 
the Board, in-a letter to James B. Mc- 
Dougal, Governor of the Federal Re- 
servegBank for the Seventh District, at 
Chicago. Secretary Willis takes the 
ground that a note or bill drawn by 4 
farmer for payment.for an implement to 
be used on his farm for agricultyral 
purposes is absolutely what is meant 
by the language of the act in describing 
a “bill that is drawn for agricultural 
peepoul. and the proceeds of which are 
to be used for agricultural purposes.”’ 

Mr; Willis says in his letter: 

‘The question then arises—Does such 

paper comply. in. addition to this re- 

rement, with Caqee prescribed by the 
ederal Board wd ae sea gee B, which 
prescribes that ° is eligible, the 
proceeds of. which eve been used or 
are to be used for rmanent or fixed 
investments of any kind, such as land, 
buildings, and machinery.’ 

*It must be considered that machin- 
ery of this kind is not of a permanent 
character. It wears out rapidly and-in 
most cases has to be repineus within 
@ comparatively. short time, so that it 
may be assumed that a certain amount 
of money would be spent annually and 
pags fi for the purchase and replace- 
ment of machinery of this kind. As 
the Board, by its regulations, does not 
desire unnecessarily to . restrict,~ but 
rather to en HP the facilities to be 
given, as as .that may be done 
consistently with pe Waatice, it would 
appear that the wider interpretation in 

case should be are. and a ruling 
by the Board would aprosy entirely 
appropriate, which would permit notes 
and bills of exchange drawn by impie- 
rg dealérs on a farmer against a 
sale to him of Se afm apn implements, 
to. be consider drawn or issued 
for agricultural purposes. This would 
answer in the firmative Mr, McCul- 
lough’s question,: which is: ‘Are. the 
notes of farmers or consumers given 
for the purchase price. of farm. tools, 
agricultural machinery, or other farm 
operati equipment, iscolntable. under 
the section thirteen: (18) of the Iederal 
Reserve act—providing for notes, bills, 
or drafts, drawn or issued for ‘“agri-
